to poifon the Minds of the People, and turn the 
Stream of publick Affection, as well againft his Ma- 
jefly as thofe who have the Honour to be his Mini- 
fters and Counfellors, in order to difturb rhe Qi 
and Kepoie of this our happy Ifle: =One Day 
they exclaim againft the Laws and extravagant Taxes ; 
another they roar for War, and Deftruction to thofe 
who-have preferv'd us fn Peace: —— One Day the 
Spaniards have remitted but 27,000/. as Satisfaction 
to our Merchants; another, thar they abfolurely re- 
fufe to make any Conceflions at all, Tho’, to every 
Man of Senfe.and'Diferetion, nothing can be more 
obvious and certain, than that Juftice to the Mer- 
chants, and Honour to the Nation, will ever be pre- 
ferv'd, again& alk the Attacks and-malicious Infioua- 
tions of thefe mercenary Writers, or any of the Pa- 
trons who efpoufe their Caufe. And I may venture 
to fay, that even fhould ‘a War take Place, upon the 
moft honourable Foundation, thefe pretended Patriots 
would be the firft todepreciate the prefent Miniftry, 
and continue to below and exclaim as loud as ever. 
(For Peace, nor War, or ought on Earth can pleafe
